TO COMPLETE MILL 


Columbus Manufacturing Company Will 
Push Its Work. 


TWENTY THOUSAND SPINDLES 


Plant, When Completed, Will Be a 
Most Thorough One.

NEW SUPERINTENDENT HAS BEEN ENGAGED 


Boston Men, Who Are Interested, 
Were Anxious To Have the 
Work Go On. 


Columbus, Ga., Becember 26.—(Special.) 
The directors of the Columbus Manufac- 
turing Company, at a meeting held today 
at the office of the company, voted unani- 
mously to complete the mill building of 
the eompany at North Highlands to the 
full capacity of 20,000 spindles as original- 
ly planned, The plant will, when com- 
pleted, be as follows: 

The main building four stories high, will 
be 261 feet four inches long by 12s feet 
in width, with an “L’” of one story 9x72 
feet, and a chimney 120 feet high, To the 
north of the mill proper, ‘there will be 
located a cotton warehouse one story 
high, with three compartments and a totai 
floor space of 1Wxl00 feet. The Flynt 
Building and Construction Company, 
which has the entire contract, originally 
expected to build the entire plant and 
secured options on sufficient material to 
enable them to carryMt out without pay- 
ing any advance prices for the extension 
now decided on. The recent visit of the 
Boston directors of this company to Co- 
lumbug led to an immediate decision to 
complete the entire plant at the present 
time @nd it is confidenty expected that 
the mill will be fully completed by the 
Ist of April. No immediate steps will be 
taken toward putting in the full comple- 
ment of machinery, but the machinery 
for the full 10,000 spindles capacity, which 
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Was purchased now nearly a year ago, 
will be ready for installment as soon as 
the building is completed. Charles H. 
Gorton, of Woonsocket, R. I., has béen 
elected superintendent of the cotton mill 
of the Columbus Manufacturing Company, 
and while he will not enter upon his ac- 
five duties for some months, yet he is 
expected to arrive in this city in about 


two weeks. Mr. Gorton was one of a large 
number of applicants for the position and 
has been,selected for the place after a 
thorough investigation and a number of 
personal interviews with the officials of 
the company. He is a gentleman who 
stands well in his own city, being at pres-

Mr. Editor, I read your 
speech made at Chicago and the sentiment 
breathed throughout was so loyal I could 
not suppress an applause.

Ac- 
cording to the traditions of nations they are 
giving aid and comfort to the enemy, and 
that is treason. But if we call them traitors 
they come back and say this is a free coun- 
try. Men have the right to think as they 
please, but there is quite a difference in think- 
ing silently and expressing the thoughts when 
such expressions give aid and comfort to our 
enemies. If IL thought as some of them 
talk, I would feel it my duty to go out, join 
the Filipinos, then give them the benefit of 
my sympathies. The truth is, no man has a 
right to live in a country and enjoy the pro- 
tection of its government and give aid and 
comfort to the enemies of that government. 
Such expressions as wishing the enemies might 
drive our ‘“‘soldiers into the sea’’ or such as 
“God grant that our soldiers may never be 
victorious over the Fikbpinos’’ are treasonable 
in the fullest sense of the word. We may give 
way to strong expressions in the midst of 
heated political discussion, but a dif®erence in 
politics never justified anyone joining the ene- 
my. Il was opposed to getting into the Span- 
ish war when we did, but when we were 
forced into it and American blood was spilt, 
then arguments were exhausted, and the time 
had come for every loyal citizen to either 
shoulder his musket or do what he could to 
hold up the hands of those who did shoulder 
them. In my opinion, the man who stays 
behiml and by word or deed obstructs the 
success of our arms is a worse enemy than 
if he had gone and joined the other side.
